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CARDIFF AND TOWN PLANNING 


HE selection of South Wales, with Cardiff as 

a centre, for the annual country meeting of 

the Town Planning Institute was opportune 

for several reasons: it is a district where, 
especially in Cardiff, a high standard of town planning 
and civic design has been set ; it is a part of the country 
where great opportunities for improvement now exist ; 
and the present President of the Institute, Mr. Alwyn 
Lloyd, is a distinguished Cardiff architect and town 
planner who is not without honour in his own country. 

It is a happy coincidence that the Town Planning 
Institute, a body closely in touch with the Ministry 
of Health and comprising the foremost exponents of 
the art of ordered development of our towns, villages 
and (under the new Act) our countryside generally, 
has this year elected a president singularly well qualified 
to direct its affairs under the new conditions, which give 
real hope for improvement in many directions. Of 
these none are of greater importance than the new 
powers to control the siting and elevation of buildings. 

The necessity for some form of control in the appear- 
ance of buildings, the need for harmonious grouping, 
good proportion and for a wise choice of materials 
is being more widely appreciated every year. In 
this connection, the report of the Joint Com- 
mittee, consisting of representatives of the R.1.B.A., 
the Council for the Preservation of Rural England, 
the Institution of Municipal and County Engineers, 
and the Institute of Builders, which has just been 
published, is valuable, both because it gives in an easily 
intelligible form the main points of the Act and the 
way in which these powers may be used, and also 
because it contains four important recommendations. 
These recommendations, which are summarised on 
page 573, mark a definite advance in public opinion, 
and the fact that they are agreed by representatives 
of architecture, the builders and the public should 
encourage the planning authorities to take action 
without delay. 

The joint committee, which was originally con- 
stituted by the C.P.R.E. and the R.I.B.A. for the 
purpose of advising on the best means, legislative or 
administrative, of protecting the country from un- 
sightly buildings by a sound control of both siting 
and elevations, expresses the opinion that so much 
can be achieved under the Planning Act of 1932 that 
further legislation is at present unnecessary. It 
recognises that under this Act the initiative rests with 
the local authorities, and further that the control 
which is regarded as essential must be exercised by 
them. But it also recognises that as far as siting and 
elevations affect amenity, there are questions of design 
and composition upon which architectural guidance is 
of great importance. 

It is, of course, evident that the root of the 
whole matter is the education of public opinion; it 
is difficult for local authorities to act unless they have 
public opinion behind them. But to convert the average 
man, and woman, first to an appreciation of good 
design and then to an active interest in it, is a slow 
business. And meanwhile the erection of unsightly 
and unsuitable buildings goes on. It is, therefore, 
opportune to be reminded of “the part which Parlia- 
ment has assigned to the Minister of Health in the 
task of making the machinery set up by the Act really 
effective. It is his function to see to it that there shall 
be no failure of initiative, no failure of co-ordiaation 
and no failure of execution on the part of the local 
authorities, large and small, to whom Parliament has 
entrusted powers. We regard such active stimulus 
from the centre as vital if anything like a simultaneous 
and rapid advance is to be achieved over the whole 
country; without it the slow-moving machine of 
English local government, with its 1,700 local autborities 


authorised by the Act to make planning schemes, 
will frequently fail to act soon enough to prevent a 
grave extension of irreparable damage.” 

So there is now no real excuse for any local authority 
in this matter. How the necessary control is to be 
exercised must, we think, vary according to the special 
circumstances of each case, but there can be no doubt 
that the system of panels of architects to advise in- 
tending builders at an early stage has worked well 
in many districts. And, given the two essentials of 
good will and commonsense, it is quite probable that it 
would work in other areas where it has not yet been 
tried. There are other alternatives, and among these 
the “Civic Society” is to be commended because 
it has a definite entity and, if its affairs are wisely 
conducted, it secures the valuable asset of public 
opinion in support of its recommendations. The 
Civic Society is, perhaps, for this reason the most 
appropriate body to watch over the development of 
a city such as Cardiff, and it is good news that such 
a body has just come into existence in the metropolis 
of Wales. 

Cardiff, as a city, has a high standard of town plan- 
ning and civic design in the Civic Centre, but pride 
in this unique feature should not lead the civic authorities 
to disregard the need for and the possibilities of im- 
provement in many other parts of the city itself and in 
its circumferential development. Rightly regarded, 
it demands a greater vigilance than would be sufficient 
in a less favoured city and should stimulate that civic 
consciousness which is an important factor in securing 
good design and fine planning. Some of the more 
recent developments both in the city and elsewhere in 
South Wales may be considered below the standard 
of the Cardiff Civie Centre, but we feel confident that 
if the new powers entrusted to local authorities are used 
as they should be, there will be an improvement in 
the planning and the outward expression not only of 
the more important buildings but in the ordinary 
dwellings of the people. 

Turning, for a moment, to the subjects informally 
discussed by members at this meeting of the Town 
Planning Institute, it was noticeable that these were 
concerned with such questions as the best method 
of exercising control of elevations, the relative value 
of the open or close type of development and the best 
means of educating the public to want better design 
in houses. One suggestion, both timely and practical, 
is that the revision of the Ordnance Survey—which is 
of such importance in the work of the town planner— 
might well be taken in hand now by making a temporary 
addition to the admittedly inadequate staff of the Survey 
Department. 

If this could be done, such a scheme could give much re- 
lief to unemployed surveyors in various parts of the 
country, and we are glad to put it forward in the hope 
that the suggestion may be taken up by the Chartered 
Surveyors’ Institution with the Department. The 
revision of the large-scale maps is an urgent need, 
especially in view of the probable increase in town- 
planning schemes under the new Act, and under existing 
conditions of professional unemployment could be 
carried out at a less cost than at any other time. 

From the foregoing observations it will be seen that 
this meeting of the Te own Planning Institute once more 
proved of value in giving members an opportunity 
of exchanging views and ideas; and of showing the 
value of co-operation between local authorities, land- 
owners, architects and town planners in dealing with 
present-day problems. The visit to Cathay’s Park 
showed that vision is ultimately of more value than cash 
and that there is much that we can be thankful for and 
more that we can look forward to with hopefulness 
and confidence in the future.

the age limit for archi- 
tects, a correspondent in 
a contemporary writes in reference 
to the design of a building being settled 
before a stone is laid. The result 
of this more mechanical approach 
leaves so much to others to complete 
that it “accounts for the deadly 
dullness of the details of so many 
of our large public buildings.” It 
is no doubt in consequence of this 
that the tendency of architecture is 
now towards eliminating all detail 
for a bald and expressionless surface. 
We do not, however, agree with the 
writer's view that the fact of Pugin 
designing all decoration, stained glass, 
carving, vaulting and countless details 
is the desirable alternative, as the 
Houses of Parliament show. That 
the preliminary working drawings, 
as the writer states, “should be 
developed gradually as fruit from a 
living tree,” is well said, if rightly 
interpreted. But if regarded as a 
“one-man” undertaking instead of 
the result of the corporate intelligence 
of craftsmen in the different arts 
consulting and working together, there 
will result the inevitable poverty of 
the single mind, so apparent in much 
of architecture to-day. It may require 
a new era—a fundamental change of 
outlook—before it is once more realised 
that it was its collective strength 
that gave the splendour to Gothic, 
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and it is no sufficient alternative, 
however high-minded and conscientious 
the intention, when the architect 
designs everything himself, instead of 
using others to the utmost—theevidence 
of the greater mind to fortify and 
extend his own conceptions. The 
fuller flowering, again, of this noblest 
of arts awaits the more free and 
general inclusion of creative crafts- 
manship to give that romance to 
architecture which is among its best 
endowments. 


THERE must also. be 
Craftsman Changes in the practice 
and Artist. of the craftsman, who 
must be an artist as well. 
Therefore, there must 
also be certain principles of work- 
shop practice which, maintained and 
protected, would encourage the sincere 
worker to retain the personal and 
close attachment to his work and 
also to secure his employment. To 
sneer at workshop practice because 
we have deserted this truer realisation 
of its claims, and become employers 
in the wrong sense, is only mass pro- 
duction under another name, and less 
creditable than the methods of com- 
petitive industry undisguised.

siting, design and external appearance 
of buildings, should arrange to receive 
architectural advice, has much to 
recommend it. Unfortunately, without 
the security of a level of life which 
cares for these things, the exercise of 
authority to regulate what is done 
becomes necessary, though the ultimate 
security is a wise and well-informed 
public opinion. It is well, therefore, 
to bear in mind the dangers lying in 
too much government, lest in pre- 
venting the worst, we secure some- 
thing better at the cost of the best. 
This is not to deprecate what is urged 
in the report, but to recognise that 
just as the Diocesan Committees, to 
refer to another instance, have by 
their action achieved some protection 
for our churches from the entrance 
of vulgar and unsuitable additions, so 
the alternative of a too narrow anti- 
quarianism and conformity to the 
old at the cost of creative expression 
and the witness of our own time,is a high 
price to pay for such good as may be 
achieved in keeping out the worst, 
and this, unfortunately, we find some- 
times to be the result. Inevitably 
it is the general level of the race which 
will determine what happens, more 
than any governing control. But 
when that level has deteriorated we 
are compelled to the lesser evil of more 
control to prevent the worst offences.

An Anti-Noise League. 

A new society, with headquarters at 9, 
Weymouth-street, W., has heen founded under 
the patronage of Lords Horder, Riddell and 
Buckmaster and others. Stvled the ‘‘ Anti- 
Noise Leagne,” it aims at enlisting, with the 
least possible delay, such a force of public 
opinion as will induce the authorities “ to 
regulate by law certain forms of noise which 
are manifestly injurious to the comfort, health 
and repose of the community at large. . . .” 
Among the “ noise ” evils, unnecessary motor- 
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hooting in residential areas is singled out for 
attack. At the same time, there is announced 
the establishment of a committee under the 
British Association ‘‘to consider the noises 
which it is most important to reduce and to 
collect the information available for this 


purpose,” 
Slum Owners and Compensation. 


A statement of interest to local authorities 
and owners of house property has been made 
by the Minister of Health in reply to questions 
raised by the Southampton Town Council. 
It is as follows :—It will not, I imagine, be 
contended that a man is entitled to make a 
profit out of selling the use of bad houses any 
more than out of selling bad meat... . The 
essence of the difficulty is whether the point 
at which the houses are condemned as bad, 
i.e., as unfit for human habitation—is fixed 
unreasonably high. On that issue, what are 
the safeguards of the property-owner? Firsi, 
the medical officer of the local authority must 
declare that the property is an individual 
house dealt with under Part 2 of the Act of 
1930. The owner has then the right of dis- 
cussion with the local authority as to the 
action to be taken, and if he fails to reach 
agreement with them he has the right of 
appealing to the county court against any 
order which they may make. If the property 
is dealt with as part of an area under Part 1 
of the Act, he has the right of appeal to the 
Minister of Health, and the Minister is then 
bound to hold a public local inquiry before 
confirming the order of the local authority 
Moreover, it is the practice of my inspector 
before reporting to me to make a personal in 
spection of all the houses in the area, inviting 
the owners, if they are willing to accompany 
him, to do so and to point out on the spot any 
reasons for the view they have expressed at 
the inquiry. . . I have, naturally, given 
very full consideration to the wording of the 
Act of 1930, and I am satisfied that the safe- 
guards it imparts are adequate to secure the 
legitimate interests of the houseowner.

Building Trade Wages. 

Sir,—I have read “‘ E. B.’s”’ letters with 
interest, and note that in regard to the main 
proposition the differences between us are 
gradually disappearing. We seem to be in 
agreement as to the comparative earnings of 
the operatives now and in 1914. Sut 
‘E. B.”’ now puts bluntly what appears all 
along to have been at the back of his mind, 
when he states that there is a loss from the 
operatives resorting to ‘‘ ca-canny.”’ If this 
means anything material to our subject, it 
must mean that the operatives resort to it 
more frequently than in 1914. Possibly, how- 
ever, it is only a rhetorical flourish made 
without a proper appreciation of the great 
amount of pain it is likely to cause. The 
charge is unwarranted by the facts. For a 
short time round about 1919-1921, when the 
urgent need for additional labour in the 
industry put on to the pay rolls men usually 
regarded as being unemployable except in 
emergency, a proportion of the better men 
were affected. That time has, however, passed 
away, and the man-hour ontput has been 
fully restored on well-managed jobs. 

I am at one with “‘ E. B.”’ in recalling wist 
fully the old days when we despised the 
machine product as something both cheap and 
nasty, though I am afraid we were not 
altogether free from prejudice.

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THE ELEVATION AND 
SITING OF BUILDINGS 


We have received a copy of a report on this 
subject to the Royal Institote of British 
Architects, the Council for the Preservation 
of Rural England, the Institute of Builders 
and the Institution of Municipal and County 
Engineers, prepared by a joint committee of 
these bodies, and to be submitted to them in 
due course. The joint committee was origin- 
ally constituted by the C.P.R.E. and the 
R.L.B.A. for the purpose of advising on the 
hest means, legislative or administrative, of 
srotecting the country from unsightly building 
a sound control of both siting and 
elevations. 

The report expresses the view that so mach 
can be achieved under the Planning Act of 
1932 that resort to further legislation is at 
present unnecessary. It recognises that under 
the Act the initiative rests with the local 
authorities, and, further, that the control 
which is regarded as essential must be exer 
ised by them. But it also recognises that 
in so far as siting and elevations affect 
amenity, they are architeetural questions 
upon which architectural guidance is of great 
importance. 

The conclusions and recommendations of the 
joint committee are as follows : 


We record the following general con- 
clusions 

I. That in the opinion of this joint com 
mittee of the Royal Institute of British Archi- 
tects, the Council for the Preservation of 
Rural England and the Institate of Builders, 
the protection of the amenities of the country, 
both urban and rural, in respect of building 
development can be ensured if—and only if 
the powers of the Town and Country Planning 
Act. 1932, are thoroughly and promptly exer- 
cised by the planning authorities constitated 
under the Act 


“II. That those powers should be exer- 
cised in accordance with the following recom- 
mendations : 

‘We recommend : 

‘I. That all planning authorities should 
he urged 

‘“(a) To extend as rapidly and widely as 

possible the control over building de- 
velopment which may now be 
obtained under the Town and Country 
Planning Act, 1932, by means of 
approved planning resolutions fol 
lowed by schemes; and 


‘h) To make suitable provision to the 
satisfaction of the Minister of Health, 
either individually or through a joint 
committee or by delegation to the 
County Council. for the efficient per 
formance of their function of super- 
vising the siting. desien and external 
appearance of all buildings. 


Il. That all authorities exercising control 
over siting, design and external appearance 
of huildings should arrange to receive archi 
tectur il advice 

“WL That the Panel Svatem affords a satis 
factory method for obtaining such advice. 


“TV. That the right of appeal, in relation 
to the control of design and external appear- 
ance. should lie to a tribunal specially con- 
stituted for the purpose under the scheme, 
rather than to a court of summary jurisdic 
tion.”’ 

The report is signed by Sir Leslie Scott, 
chairman of the joint committee, at the 
reqnest of the committee and on their hehalf 
as in general accord with the views of the 
committee, other than Messrs. Perey Morris 
and J. L. Redfern, the representatives of 
the Institation of Municipal and County 
Engineers.

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IMPRESSIONS OF SWEDEN 


By FRANK BENNETT, A.R.1.B.A. 


Tue fare to Stockholm is about £11. The 
boat starts from Til or Newcastle, passes 
the lighthouse at the of Denmark after 
one day, and arrives in Gothenburg twelve 
hours later. Third class all the way is quite 
comfortable. First class on the boat costs 
Ws. extra. This chiefly pays for rich foods, 
which some people have no inclination to 
eat when the boat begins tossing on the 
North Sea. 

The entrance to Gothenburg, as our boat 
steamed in, seemed to be alive with activity 
and rocks. The brightly coloured ships 
looked ve against the bulk of Gothen 
burg. tall church spire in the middle pro- 
jected out of the silhouette. The naval! 
officer in command of the port during the 
early days of the War is famous for taking 
a particular dislike to this tower. He 
threatened to shoot it down with his first 
shot. It formed, he declared, an ideal rang 
ing mark for an enemy’s gunfire. 

From Gothenburg to Sweden the train 
takes six hours. As you trave] eastward you 
pass over a land of spreading lakes, tal! pine 
trees and little red farmhouses. The lakes 
constantly slide into the changing landscape, 
and the red farms — the dark back. 
ground of pines. These farmhouses are made 
of wood with low-pitched, shingled roofs, and 
painted with a kind of distemper made from 
iron oxide. The red is a sinister colour, like 
dark blood, but with constant repetition it 
seems pleasant. 


The Town Halil. 


The Town Hall is every bit as fine as it 
is made out to be, and in fact a good deal 
better than one’s ex tions. For a while 
I wondered if anything so good had been 
created since the flair of the Renaissance in 
Italy. In the train, as we approached Stock 
holm, a little girl pointed it out to me, say- 
ing: “‘ Look, Mr. English Architect, I think 
ae ak the most beautiful building in Stock 
ho Ad 


The walls are red—all red, similar to those 
farmhouses, only in brick. The roof and the 
cupola, a heavy green, sit comfortably on top. 
Bits of ornament, little figures and symbolic 
crests are picked out in new gold. The mass 
of the buildin looks completely direct with 
its long straight lines and its corner tower 
reflected in the water. The windows spot 
the walls in pleasant rhythm and change 
their detail de - engeey 4 The crest on the 
cupola, one of the gildings, is the same as 
the three crowns on a halfpenny piece. 

Inside the first court of the building you 
find the roofs are red and no longer green— 
tiles instead of copper. Then, instead of 
entering straight into the building, you see 
in front an colonnade, bright holes be- 
neath the solid mass of the building, with, 
just beyond, a narrow length of grass and 
the broad expanse of the Lake Malaren. 

Grey-green marble covers the floor of the 
public hall. The walls are red brick, like 
the outside, but softer in colour because of 
a light mortar joint. A great beam of light 
cast down from the high clerestory window 
cuts across the centre of the floor. 











Ascending the staircase, you circulate from 
one room to another around the building. 
The rooms differ in colour and shape: some 
are panelled in Swedish pine and others have 
walls of plain stucco which keeps remarkably 
fresh without painting. There are low wooden 
ceilings coloured in pale, almost monochrome, 
distempers, like those in tne peasants’ houses. 
But the colours in the Council Chamber 
deepen. Red, pink and blue, strongly con 
trasted, emphasise the beams and struts of the 
elaborate roof trusses. There are fine chande- 
liers of silver and mirror-glass, precious pieces 
of modern furniture—designed in Ostberg’s 
office—and lively mural decorations. A mural 
painting in one room forms the whole decora- 
tion of the room. 

In this interior all colours lead up to the 
Golden Room. Starting from the green 
grey in the Public Hall, they seem to increase 
gradually, intensifying from room to room 
until, almost breathless, one suddenly arrives 
in the Golden Room—the grand climax. The 
extensive walls of this room are covered 
entirely in gold mosaic and enlivened with 
pictorial designs of a vigour and modernism 
which makes one blush for some of our

English town halls. The enormous Queen of 
Lake Malaren squats on the head wall and 
receives the produce of the world, brought to 
her by the men of all nations. The pageant 
of Swedish history, religious on one side, 
secular on the other, adorns the side walls. 
Everyday incidents from modern life spot 
the golden surface of the bottom wall. These 
gold mosaics were made in Germany when 
marks were very cheap and shipped over in 
sections. But for the advantage in the ex- 
change these mosaics could never have been 
afforded. 

The lights are set low just above eye level 

hundreds of little bulbs, like a luminous 
dado around the high room. Apparently 
Ostberg preferred the uncovered, naked light 
to any form of strip or reflected light. And 
this was not for any reason of economy, for 
Sweden abounds in electric power, cheaply 
generated from the waterways. 

The six cupolas of the Town Hall are best 
seen by walking up the tower They look 
different at each level. Also, one discovers 
the secret chimneys. 

The whole building cost about £1,000,000. 
and has proved a splendid investment 
Hundreds of people come to see it every day 
They eagerly pay sixpences, which go towards 
buying new decorations. 

The story of the building is this. There 
were two competitions, as in the case of the 
L.C.C. County Hall. Ostberg won, and then 
proceeded to build quite a different building. 
This aroused a storm of complaint, but 
Ostberg was strong, and, backed by the sup 
port of the chairman of the Municipality, 
overcame all obstacles. Then he pulled 
down anything he did not like and rebuilt it. 
He employed his own artists and “ stuck to 
them through thick and thin.”? The artist 
for the mosaics in the Golden Hall, for one, 
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was a young man of 35 with a most 
common taste in decoration. 

Perhaps no architect has enjoyed himself 
so much as Ostberg did on this Town Hall

He seems to handle all his materials with 
great facility, like a box of tricks. He laughs 
at symmetry and solves a hundred difficulties 
with a clever twist in the planning, a splayed 
staircase, an incidental balcony or an odd 
piece of decoration. It seems to him so easy 
No part need line with anything else; one 
part can be made to join quite easily with 
another. 

The result is a building eminently a reflec 
tion of Ostberg, if nothing else. There is 
much of the romantic stuff, slit windows and 
intercommanicating rooms, and vet a fine 
feeling of modernism. The building might be 
Greek, Roman, Byzantine, Renaissance or 
Gothic. How much it represents national 
character perhaps only the Swedes can say 
It seems to embody Swedish life and bring it 
to a head. It ends a period of architecture 
rather than starts a new one.

beauty, as well as the technica! 
knowledge, would always produce a building 
or a well-ordered group of buildings which 
were well suited to their purpose and at the 
time had a well-finished form. That 
he would do unless outside influences pre- 
vented him from so doing. Engineers did 
not refuse the help of artists gifted with a 
great sense of beauty. Anyone who conld 
help to give industrial buildings a worthy 
appearance was welcome, provided they 
would collaborate with engineers on an equal 
footing. Engineers held the ideal that in 
future young engineers would graduate at 
technical colleges with a well-trained sense 
f form so that they themselves could be 
responsible for all aspects of the work done. 
His (the speaker's) experience as professor 
at a technical university tanght him that it 
was also possible to train young architects in 
modern construction and in the construction 
of factories without overtaxing them, so that 
they would later be fully equipped to deal 
with all the esthetic problems connected with 
factory buildings. Something really good in 
factory construction could only be achieved 
if one person was in supreme command and 
if all those who took part in the planning 
were imbued with a sense of the importance 
of their individual tasks, and therefore were 
ready to subject themselves to the problems 
mposed by the work.

Owing to the settlement of piers adjoin- 
ing No. 62, St. James's-street, being con- 
demned by the London County Council as un- 
safe, Messrs. Town Investments were com 
pelied to reconstruct the premises. The 
divisional structures, particularly the div: 
sional line between Nos. 61 and 62, St 
James’s-street, being of brick nogging, the 
terms of the Dangerous Structures Notice be- 
came the subject matter of negotiations be- 
tween both owners and adjoining tenants. 
Eventually, the tenant of the adjoining 
owners rectified the danger, and the building 
was reconditioned, particularly with the idea 
of non-interference with the adjoining owners. 

Owing to the very considerable settlement 
that had taken place, the walls to front and 
flank were reconstructed in sections, and the 
premises supported by steel. The whole of the 
constructional work was put in the hands of 
Messrs. T. Jay Evans and Son, A.R.I.B.A., 
of Victoria-street, Westminster, S.W.1. 

Owing to the peculiar nature of the site, 
the expense entailed in reconstruction, and 
also to the position of the site, it was resolved 
to erect a new elevation worthy of St. 
James's-street, and Messrs. Town Invest- 
ments commissioned Mr. William Walcot, 
F.R.LB.A., of Grafton-street, W.1, to design 
the elevations. 

The main elevation has been reconstructed 
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in 2 in. bricks with purpose-made quoins and 
angle bricks, supplied by The Himley Brick 
Co. 

Messrs. L. and W. Whitehead, Lid., 
were the general contractors, and_ the 
following are the sub-contractors :—Lind- 
say's Paddington Iron Works, Ltd., steel-

New Catholic Church, Dagenham, Essex. 

The site for the Church of the Holy 
Family, at Dagenham, is at the junction of 
Halbutt-street and Oxlow-lane. The problem 
was the grouping of a church and presbytery, 
and a parish room with access to both. The 
presbytery faces Oxlow-lane, and the church 
is placed cornerwise, entered at the angle of 
the two roads, the parish room being the link 
between the two. 

The church will seat 400 people, and it is 
jlanned primarily to give a clear view of the 
High Altar and Sanctuary from every part of 
the church. It is, therefore, being built 
with a single-span open timber roof with steel 
trusses, which are arched in form, and cased- 
in. The rest of the scheme will be carried 
out entirely in brick; multi-facings outside 


and cream ‘‘ Napco”’ plaster inside, with

the second bedroom. The kitchen 1s fitted up 
with the latest fitments. This room has a 
tradesmen’s door that leads on to the trades’ 
stairs with a landing to each flat, which can 
readily accommodate dustbins, and is fitted 
with a hand-operated lift which serves the 
upper floors. The 800 odd yards of plaster 
ing were carried out on the new “ Thistle”’ 
board system, the boards being nailed rongh!\ 
to the ceiling battens, which, in turn, 
secured to the concrete units by ‘ Bull 
Dog ”’ clips, the joints covered with scrim, 
which is pasted on by means of plaster, the 
whole being screeded and then set in lime 
putty and plaster. With a view to the con 
crete landings outside the tradesmen’s door: 
having a fair face finish on the soffit, center 
ing was placed in the usual way, but 
‘““ Masonite’’ board was placed immediately 
under the area to be concreted, and when 
struck gave an interesting finish that does not 
require any decorative or plastering work. 
Regarding the external plumbing, this is the 
first building in the Borough of Hornsey to 
have the ‘‘ one-pipe’’ system, which has been 
carried out by J. Evans (Sanitary and Heat 
ing), Ltd. The Trussed Concrete Steel Co 
designed and supervised the foundation work 
to this building, the foundations being be 
tween 10 and 15 ft. deep.

Owing to the restricted nature of the site, 
the rebuilding will take some three or four 
years, as the work of the hospital and college 
has to be carried on without intermission 
In this respect the first year has probably 
been the most difficult, and from now on 
wards it will be comparatvely easy to con 
tinue the normal work of the college by using 
the new buildings for temporary purposes, 
as has been indicated ahove by use of the 
pathological block. 

In comparison with Continental examples 
the site is extraordinarily restricted, but, in 
the view of competent authorities, it is con- 
sidered that this concentration for hospital 
and general teaching purposes has many 
advantages over the Continental system.

The Roman Wall, London. 

The Rev. J. F. Marr, chairman of the 
governors of the Sir John Cass Technical 
Institute, speaking at the opening of the 1955-

Ample cloak room accommodation is provided 
entered off the crush hall and also at tea- 
lounge level. From the crush hall the main 
auditorium is entered by means of two pairs 
of oak doors.

The auditorium provides seating for over 
1,500 People, the stalls alone accommodating

Home Planning in Sweden. 

In a@ lecture before the Anglo-Swedish 
Society, on October 3, on “ The Latest 
Development in Swedish Architecture and 
Home Planning,”” Mr. Bengt Lundberg said 
that the actual living conditions in 1,000 flats 
in Stockholm were investigated in 1929. This 
made clear to the architect the necessity for 
trying to satisfy the demands of people of 
different economic standing. The only 
possible way to solve the problem was to 
make a limited number of standard plans 
suitable to different demands. In the resi- 
dential parts of Stockholm—both in the 
fashionable and working districte~—a great 
number of flats had been built since 1930, 
which in their own way showed the modern 
tendency. Both the speculative builder, who 
must let all hie flats, and the tenants, now 
understood and appreciated the difference be- 
tween the old and the new layout. 
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RENT AND MORTGAGE INTEREST 
RESTRICTIONS (AMENDMENT) ACT, 1933 


Tus Act was passed on July 18, 1933, and, 
like its predecessors, it presents great difficul- 
ties to the Courts, which have both to inter- 
pret and give effect to its provisions. 

The Act is to remain in force until June 24, 
1938, and no longer. After that, the inten- 
tion doubtless is that it shall be reviewed by 
Parliament. 


The Act is divided up into 18 sections, and 
added there are three schedules also. For 
the purpose of the Act it is necessary to 
divide dwelling-houses into three classes— 
A, B, and C. 


Dwelling-houses Decontrolied. 

Class A.—In this class are those dwelling 
houses decontrolled as from September 29. 
1933; they are those whose annual amount of 
recoverable rent and rateable value on the 
“appointed day” (viz., April 6, 1931, in 
London; April 1, 1931, in the provinces; 
and May 16, 1931, in Scotland) exceeded vari- 
ously—in London, £45; in the provinces, 
£35; and in Scotland, £45. 

All these houses are decontrolled as from 
September 29, 1933. But a statutory tenant 
(that is to say, a tenant who has remained 
in possession by virtue of the protection pre- 
viously given by the Rent Restriction, etc., 
Acts) is entitled to one month's notice to 
quit; although the said notice might be 
served any time after the date of the passing 
of the Act, viz., July 18, 1933; yet in any 
case the date specified for the tenant to give 
up ion could not be earlier than Sep- 
tem 29, 1933. A month’s notice, there- 
fore, to have been effective on September 29, 
1933, must have been given before August 29, 
1933. 

Such notice should be served personally or 
by registered post in the case where the 
owner uires possession; for should the 
tenant fail to vacate, application for posses- 
sion will have to be made to the Court in 
the usual way. Moreover, if no notice to 
quit is served the dwelling-house remains 
under the control of the Rent Restriction, 
ete., Acts until such notice is given. 

The acceptance by the owner of rent or 
mesne profits after the date in the notice on 
which the tenant is to quit does not affect 
the validity of the notice. 

The notice to quit may offer to the tenant 
a new tenancy on terms; and such offer is 
deemed to have been accepted by the tenant 
if he ignores it and continues to remain in 
possession. 

It should be noted that a dwelling-house, 
in order to be included in Class A, must be 
such that both the rent and the rateable 
value of it must each and severally exceed 
the amounts stated above. Otherwise, dwell- 
ing-houses are still controlled and protected 
by the Rent Restriction, etc., Acts in force. 


Shop Dwelling-houses. 

All the above applies to shop dwelling- 
houses, and there is a further provision in 
Section 1 (6) entitling statutory tenants of 
shop dwelling-house premises to the same 
rights of compensation in respect to improve- 
ments and goodwill as are enjoyed by tenants 
of similar premises held under a contractual 
tenancy. That is to say, the provisions of 
the Landlord and Tenant Act, 1927, apply 
even when the tenancy has been terminated 
under the Act of 1933. 


Mortgages. 

Mortga: on Class A dwelling-houses 
which cos duasbeiiebie on September 29, 
1933, are controlled against the calling in by 
mortgagees of such mortgages until six 
months after the passing. of the Act, viz., 
until January 18, 1934. 


Licensed Premises. 
_ A dwelling-house consisting of or compris- 
ing premises licensed for the sale of intoxi- 


cating liquor for consumption on the premises 
is also decontrollable as from September 29, 
1933. 


Dwelling-houses Still Controlled. 


Class B.—In this class are those dwelling- 
houses whose rateable value or recoverable 
rent on the severally appointed days (see 
above} exceeded—in London, £20; in the 
provinces, £13; and in Scotland, £26 5s. ; 
but did not exceed—in London, £45; in the 
provinces, £35; and in Scotland, £45. These 
dwelling-houses are subject to the pro- 
visions of the principal Acts, and are not 
affected by the new Act of 1933. They will 
not be decontrolled until: (1) the landlord 
has actually obtained possession, or (2) until 
the tenant has entered or shall enter into an 
agreement with the landlord for a term of 
at least two years, which term shall not ex- 
pire earlier than June 24, 1939. But the 
tenants cannot be forced into such an agree- 
ment; and they are protected and remain as 
statutory tenants so long as they remain 
tenants. 

Similarly, all sub-lettings which are parts 
of pecnera: premises and which sub-lettings 
have a rateable value of—in London, £20; 
in the provinces, £13; and in Scotland, 
£26 5s.; are still controlled, whatever the 
amount of their rent may be, and are sub- 
ject to the provisions laid down in the Rent 
Restrictions, etc., Acts, of 1923. 
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Dweilling-houses No Longer Contfolled 
having Special Further Restrictions. 28 


Class C.—In this class are those dwelling. 
houses the rateable value of which on the 
severally appointed days (see above) did not 
exceed—in London, £20; in the provinoes 
£13; and in Scotland, £26 5s, 

Under Section 2 of the Act of 1923, where 
the landlord of a dwelling-house came into 
actual physical possession of a property 
which had been controlled previously, it ante. 
matically became decontrolled, except when : 

(1) Part of a house sub-let and con. 
trolled did not become decontrolled by 
reason of the tenant of the whole dwelling. 
house coming into possession of the part sub- 
let; though if the landlord came into posses- 
sion of any part not so sub-let med part 
became decontrolled ; 

(2) A landlord obtaining possession on the 
grounds of non-payment of rent the dwelling. 
house still remains controlled in respect to 
a new tenant. 

Under the Act of 1933 the decontrol of 
Class C dwelling-houses, it appears, is not 
allowed, but any house in this class which 
has been decontrolled previously to the pass. 
ing of the new Act by other means remains 
decontrolled if the landlord registers at the 
office of the local authority on the prescribed 
form, and this within three months of the 
passing of the Act of 1933; that is, before 
October 18, 1933 (see Provisional Regulations 
of July 19, 1933). After this date, registra- 
tion of houses as decontrolled can only 
be made pursuant to a certificate of the 
County Court under Section 2 (2) of the Act 
of 1933. 


NEW PUBLIC WORKS 


Belfast. 

A scheme to scrap the existing Belfast ter- 
minus of the Great Northern Railway of 
Ireland and to erect a new one in Sandy Row 
is shortly to be considered by a joint meeting 
of representatives of the railway company, 
the Belfast Corporation and the Northern 
Government. The scheme’s cost is approxi- 
mated at £90,000. 

Bristol. 

The Visiting Committee of the Bristol 
Mental Hospital has recommended the City 
Council to proceed with the initial scheme at 
Barrow providing for 285 mental patients, at 
an estimated cost of £187,000. The scheme 
includes an admission and treatment centre 
with a convalescent home for males and 
females, and part of the sick hospital and 
villas for working patients and nurses. There 
will also be a male workshops block, bakery, 
part of boiler-house block, residence for 
assistant medical officer, six cottages and one 
lodge, and a portion of the officials’ residence. 
This scheme is intended to deal with imme- 
diate needs, but the complete scheme is for 
1,500 patients, at an estimated cost of 
£506,000. 


Cardiff. 

A new elementary school at Tremorfa, to 
accommodate 750 children, is proposed by the 
Cardiff Education Committee. The cost is 
estimated at about £17,539. 


Carlisle. 


The Cumberland Infirmary, Carlisle, is 
appealing for £40,000 to carry out further 
building extensions in the near future. These 
will include the provision of a new operating 
theatre, isolation ward, and the reconstruction 
of the administration block. 


Dingwall, Scotland. 

When the subject of the proposed new Ding- 
wall Academy came up for discussion at a 
meeting of the Finance Committee of the 
County Council of Ross and Cromarty, it was 
decided that the Finance Committee recom- 
mend the County Council that they proceed 
with the erection of a complete new Academy 
on the Tulloch site. Mr. D. Matheson is 
County Architect. 


Liverpool, 

The Housing Committee has decided to 
obtain quantities for another block of 15 
tenements on the site of the old abattoirs, 
work on which, it is hoped, will start by the 
end of the year. It was also resolved that, 
if necessary, the restriction requiring the use 
of British materials in building contracts be 
waived where there is a shortage of supplies, 
or where such shortage is likely to impede 
the erection of tenements or cottages. 


Manchester. 

Manchester City Council has approved of 
a demolition scheme, which it has been esti- 
mated will cost about £1,500,000, and will 
involve more than 3,000 honses and the re 
housing of 15,000 people in the Red Bank, 
Collyhurst, St. Clements and West Gorton 
areas of the city. These clearances, with one 
involving more than 1,000 houses in the 
Hulme area, which has been approved by the 
Ministry of Health, are part of Manchester’ 
five-year plan, under which it is hoped to deal 
with 15,000 houses at a cost estimated at 
between £6,000,000 and £8,000,000.

CARDIFF—-PAST AND PRESENT. 
Prior to the arrival of the Lord Mayor, who 
lad been detained at another engagement, the 
President had submitted his. paper on 
Cardiff—Past and Present.’’ In the course 
f this he said, on the occasion of that first 
visit of the Town Planning Institute to 
Wales it was a happy circumstance that they 
should be meeting in the chief city of the 
Principality, a city which, previously well 
wn as the first port of the world for the 
pping of coal, had become widely ae 
sed as possessing in Cathays Park probably 
‘he best civie centre in modern Britain. 
(hat doubtless was its outstanding interest 
town-planners, but the city had many 
ther distinctive features attaching to it. 


rdiff’s rise in the 19th century from 
intry-town to world-port and later to 
apital city was very rapid, In 1801 the 


population was 1,870; in 1861, 32,054; in 
11, 182,259; and in 1931, 230,000. As a 
mmunity it was no mere raw product of 
last century; it had a history of which 
y town could be proud, and iin tenndations 
nt back to Roman, Scandinavian and Nor- 
n days. It was the Castle, still to-day the 
‘standing feature of the city, which. had 
unated the life of Cardiff in past ages. 
site was fortified by the Romans; this 
led fortress was in the late 11th century 
ed upon, and its ruins re-fortified in the 
‘man manner by Fitzhamon, who made it 
“ caput ’’ of his marcher-Lordship. 
\iter giving a brief outline of the city’s 
‘ory and development, the speaker said 
‘diff was fortunate in having compara- 
“y wide main streets, and from the old 
ps it might be seen that this has been 
ight about by demolishing in course of time 
middle rows formerly erected in the centre 
what are now St. Mary-street, High-street, 
John’s-square, Castle-street, and the west 
i of Queen-street. This transformation had 
n completed in our time by the demolition 
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of the north side of Dake-street, opening up 
: - 

the Castle walls as they might now be seen 
and providing an uninterrupted width of about 
60 ft. for the main east-west route through 
the city. Another feature of Cardiff was that 
there were an unusual number of ** single- 
sided ’’ streets. One reason for this was the 
opening up or re-building of the Castle walls 
at various periods within the last century and 
making the approaches to Cathays Park; this 
resulted in Castle-street and Duke-street, 
Kingsway, Park-place, and North-road (this 
having the old canal on the east side) being 
built on one side only. 

Having dealt briefly with Llandaff Cathe 
dral, the speaker referred to one of the chief 
points of interest in the planning of Cardiff— 
the way in which the docks and industrial 
areas were separated from the centre of the 
city, It was indeed an early, if unconscious. 
example of what we now called ‘ zoning;"’ 
the heavy, dusty trades (such as steelworks 
and flour mills), coal and general shipping 
and commercial operations were carried oa 
some little distance away from the centre 
of the town which in time became the ad 
ministrative, shopping, educational and resi 
dential part of Cardiff. The two main zones 
were separated by a long, dreary thorough 
fare, Bute-street, about a mile in extent, 
known to seafaring men the world over. 

Referring to the rebuilding of the General 
Railway Station, the speaker said the G.W. 
Railway were spending a very large sum in 
widening the main line, improving the run- 
ning facilities and erecting new buildings: 
these had entailed the entire excavation of 
the road approach to the old station, as the 
new booking halls and subways were to be on 
a lower level. The whole question of the de 
sign of the new station and its relation to 
the planning of the adjacent approaches from 
the city had been the subject of much discus- 
sion by the Corporation and of anxiety on 
the part of the public. The Corporation had 
decided to embark on a comprehensive scheme, 
a ’bus centre, shelters and public garden out 
side the station entrance, which would entail 
the redevelopment of the whole area of old 
property between there and Wood-street. It 
was very much to be hoped that this scheme 
for a new ‘‘ gateway”’ to Cardiff would be 
worthy of the city and of the distinction of 
its Civic Centre. Cathays Park, which con 
tained the latter, had an area of some 60 
acres, acquired by the Corporation from Lord 
Bute in 1904 for about £160,000. It previously 
formed part of the Castle grounds, the remain 
ing portions of which now extended to some 
300 acres. The City Fathers of that date had 
proved to be very farsighted; “ visionaries aM 
they were doubtless called, but their policy 
was soon justified and the Corporation suc- 
ceeded in arranging for the erection of as 
attractive a group of public buildings in their 
Civic Centre as any town could beast. These 
in the order of their erection were ; The Uni- 
versity of Wales Registry, the City Hall, the 
Law Courts, the University College, the 
Glamorgan County Hall, the Technical Col- 
lege, and the National Museum of Wales. In 
the centre of the Alexandra Gardens was the 
Welsh National War Memorial. It was ex- 
pected that other — buildings to complete 
the grouping would be erected on the vacant 
sites in future years. The lay-out of Cathays 
Park was much helped by the old avenues of 
trees; the Castle walls and the canal, in place 
of the moat below, with the old thatched cot- 
tage, completed the attractiveness of the site 
on the west side. Of the southern boundary 
of the park there was aha ys good that could 
be said, because it disclosed the unsightly back 
premises and advertisements at the rear of 
Queen-street; they lived in hopes of some im- 
provement in this muddle being effected in the 
not distant future. 

Having referred to the need for new bridges 
across the river and under or over the rail- 
ways and to the question of parks and open 
spaces, the speaker said that Cardiff had not 
escaped the prevailing “rash” of ribbor 





bailding, and all slong the maim roads out 
wards the usual disappointing suburban 
effects were to be seen. Architectural 
opumon seemed unanimous in condemnation, 
olding that Cardiff was worse than other 
cities, The builders in reply had argued that 
they were only giving the public what it 
wanted, and that rows of red pressed-brick 
and Bathstone fronts, with half-timber and 
similar ornamentations, were a very saleable 
proposition, despite the fact that they were a 
throw-back to pre-war ideas in design, 
whereas in other aspects of urban life im- 
proved standards and modern methods were 
everywhere favoured. With the avowed in- 
tention of being helpful and not in any carp- 
ing Spirit, though keenly critical where need 
arose, @ Cardiff Civic Society had just been 
formed, through the public-spirited initiative 
of their present Lord Mayor, Alderman C. F. 
Sanders. Such a society would have many 
opportunities to assist tactfully in the work of 
preventing disfigurements in the centre of the 
city and to influence the preservation of 
amenities in the outskirts. 


THE CARDIFF CITY TOWN PLANNING 
SCHEMES. 

Mr. G. H. Whitaker, MInst.E., City 
Engineer, read a paper on this subject, in the 
course of which he said the Corporation were 
engaged at present in the preparation of 
schemes for nine town planning areas, two of 
large extent, and the remainder of consider 
ably lesser area, but it was intended to treat 
them for the purposes of that paper as one 
gomprehensive scheme. The area occupied a 
belt of roughly four or five miles wide 
encircling the built-up portion of the city, ex- 
cept on the sea front and on the east side 
where the city and county boundaries respec 
tively were more a approached. The 
northern boundary of the area alone was a 
natural one and ran approximately along the 
ridge of the hills forming the escarpment of 
the South Wales coalfield which lay to the 
north of Cardiff. From the foot of the hills, 
the land generally fell gently to the coast ex 
cept in the south-west where the ground was 
broken by focal limestone hills. The total 
area embraced by the scheme was about 22,300 
acres, two-thirds of which were within the 
Cardiff Rural District, and the remainder 
within the city boundary. 

Town planning commenced officially in Car- 
diff in 1919 and during the succeeding two 
or three years resolutions extending the area 
of the scheme were made and where necessary 
sanctioned by the Minister of Health, antil by 
1922, the Council were committed to the pre- 
paration of a scheme for nearly the whole o! 
the area referred to. The preliminary state 
ments for five of the nine areas had been 
approved by the Minister of Health, permia- 
sion had been granted by him for the Council 
to proceed direct to Stage III for two areas, 
an application to proceed direct to the draft 
scheme stage was pending for one area, and the 
Minister's consent for planning a small built- 
up area had been received during the past few 
weeks. Development throughout the whole 
town planning area was therefore proceeding 
under the Interim Development Order, an 
despite the very strenuous objections and pro- 
longed negotiations to which the scheme had 
heen subjected, a word of appreciation must 
be introduced for the ready compliance with 
provisions by landowners, builders and other 
interested persons. With a view to causing as 
little inconvenience as possible to the general 
public and, in particular, to intending develop- 
ers, the Minister had recently made an order 
by the terms of which the Cardiff Rural Dis- 
trict Council became the administrative 
authority for town planning within so much of 
the area a% was comprised in their district, 
but the Corporation were still the responsible 
authority for the preparation of the scheme. 

The resolations to town plan the greater 
part of the area were senile under the 1909 
Act, and consequently, practically all built-ap 
land was excluded from the operation of the 
scheme. Much of the land green es 
a decided building value, but towards the ex 
treme boundaries, although the then pro- 
miscuons type of development made bui

able. The large number of works and ware 
houses that almost completely covered al! 
available ground in the neighbourhood of the 
docks appeared to indicate strongly the ad 
visability of the type of zoning adopted, and 
although the period of depression, from whi 
it was hoped South Wales was now emerginz. 
had been completely against the development 
of the area for its anticipated use, there was 
no reason to doubt chat ultimately the 
land would be used for works and factories. 
In order, however, to guard against sterilisa 
tion, provision was included for the erection 
of dwelling houses and other buildings within 
the zone by consent of the Council. This 
condition applied to all the land zoned for 
industries within the scheme. 

As a general rule, industrial areas had been 
zoned where existing works showed there was 
a natural tendency for that kind of develop- 
ment, but some difficulty was experienced 
during the building up of the scheme owing 
to the keen desire of land-owners to have their 
land zoned for residential buildings. Th 
building boom was at its commencement at 
the time when the Council began their town 
planning scheme and owners naturally wished 
their land to be available for the type of build- 
ings then in demand, that was, dwelling 
houses, and in many instances the industrial 
areas as originally proposed had been amended 
to meet their objections. 


Residential Zones. 

The greater part of the area was zoned for 
residential purposes with business premises 
and industries by consent of the Council. 
Around the city itself there were a number of 
suburbs, such as Ely, Liandaff, Whitchurch, 
Rhiwbina and Llanishen, while still farther 
off there were several villages which might 
reasonably be expected to develop into 
suburbs, if and when the expansion of Cardiff 
caused the absorption of those first men- 
tioned. In arranging the density zones the 
city itself was regarded as the nucieus of 
greatest density and the suburbs and villages 
as subsidiary nuclei. The general idea was to 
arrange the zones in concentric bands of de- 
creasing density around these centres, but 
very many diversions from that genera] idea 
occurred where local circumstances made cer- 
tain land more suitable for different densities 
or other pu . An instance of this 
was ailerdad y the land bordering both sides 
of the River Taff which penetrated as a wedge 
of 10 and 12 houses to the acre through the 16 
to the acre zone. Similarly, land on both sides 
of Roath Park has a lighter density, and zones 
of less than 16 houses to the acre severed 
that density zone. The reason for diversions 
from the general principle such as those re- 
ferred to was that the natural or artificial 
amenities appeared to warrant an expectation 
of houses of 2 more costly character than else- 
where, and as such ould, aS a rule, require 
larger plots. At the same time, the 16 to 
the acre zone had been arranged in close 
proximity to the industrial areas so as to 
encourage the erection of houses suitable for 
artisans and work je within easy reach of 
their work. The other density zones included 
in the scheme were 12, 10, 8 and 4 houses per 
acre. Ten to the acre had proved in practice 
to be a common density, and considerable de- 
velopment at about that had taken 
place. The low density of houses per 
acre was restricted to the comparatively steep 
land on the hillsides at the north of the 
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scheme, but the latter contained a Vision 
whereby the Council might permit 12 houses 


to the acre in any zone of less than that 
namber. 


Open Spaces. 
_In the earliest stages of the preparation of 
the preliminary statement map, a great effort 
was made to reserve the more or less accepted 
proportion of one-tenth of the area for open 
spaces. This ideal, like most ideals, was 
doomed to a certain amount of modification, 
bat the amount of land zoned for the purpose 
approached to within a reasonable margin of 
the desired fraction, and it was hoped that 
n the course of development sufficient sub- 
diary open spaces would be secured to make 
up the deficiency. There were several existing 
open spaces within the area, the most notable 
being Reath Park and Llandaff Fields, while 
t was interesting to note that two areas, 
Wenalit Park and the Great Wood near St. 
Fagan’s, originally zoned in the town plan- 
ing scheme as proposed public open spaces, 
ad since been presented or ;

rest to the north of Cardiff which formed a 
prominent physical feature of the locality was 
zoned as a public open space. Provision was 
neluded in the scheme for reserving the 
wooded banks of the River Taff between Lian- 
isf Bridge and Cardiff Castle so that the very 
fine piece of scenery to be observed from Car 
iff Bridge would be secured as an amenity 
i the city. A notable existing feature of 

Cardiff and one.which im the foresight dis- 
‘ in its way with the 

‘entre, was the park belt 
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Roads. 

Provision has been included in the scheme 
for two bridges across the river, intermediate 
between Cardiff Bridge and Liandaff Bridge, 
which, measured along the course of the Taff. 
were nearly 23 miles apart. One of t! 
bridges with its accompanying road ap 
proaches had been constructed on an amended 
line from North-road to Llandaff. The scheme 
included provision for another bridge and road 
intermediate between the newly-constructed 
one and Cardiff Bridge, the object being to 
afford easy and direct communication between 
the Cathays and Canton areas of the city. 
This road would intersect a magnificent 
straight avenue of trees that extended nearly 
half a mile on each side of the proposed road. 
the north-western termination being near the 
new bridge already mentioned. The avenue 
formed one of a series that radiated from the 
new bridge, and special attention should be 
paid to the beautiful layout of one of the series 
which had the graceful spire of Llandaff 
Cathedral as its focal point. Amongst many 
excellent recommendations of the 1921 South 
Wales Regional Survey was one for a South 
Wales by pass road extending from Port 
Falbot to Chepstow, and passing as nearly as 
possible along the lower land bordering the 
southern outcrop of the coalfield. The road 
was intended to be something more than a by- 
pass, for it was so designed that it would pro- 
vide inter-communication between the valleys 
of the coalfield. The route of this proposed 
road passed Cardiff to the north of the city 
ind, by widening, made use of the existing 
Liantrisant roads and Heathwood roads. Ac. 
cordingly, the Corporation introduced into 
their town planning scheme proposals for 
widening existing roads and for the construc- 
tion of new roads so that, so far as the area 
under their control was concerned, the sug- 
gestions of the Regional Scheme should be 
respected. Instead, however, of limiting them- 
se.ves to one road, two subsidiary by-passes or 
loops were included so that as the city ex- 
panded the onus of constructing and main- 
taiming a very wide and expensive road should 
not fall upon the then inhabitants, and so that 
the whole area north of the city should be 
provided with the desirable facility instead of 
its being more or less limited to that part of 
the area adjacent to the route. 
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Of a somewhat more local nature wis the 


by-pass road, 80 ft. in width, to the worth. 
east of Whitchurch. The main road from the 
coalfield passed through the suburb, a: i to 
widen it to desirable dimensions wou'd ic 
volve the purchase and demolition of much 
property. It was decided, therefore, to by- 
pass the suburb, and already a cons 
length of the road had materialised as the re. 
sult of recent development. It was not ver 
continuous, but the day could not be far dis. 
tant when one important section would be 
completed. A wide south-eastern by-pass 
from Ely to Penarth-road was included in the 
scheme with a branch to the docks area af 
the city. The development of a large housing 
scheme of the Corporation between Ely and 
St. Fagan’s and the imminence of further de 
velopment of a comparable type appeared te 
warrant the provision of a road of this 
description to afford quick and easy commn- 
nication between what would obviously become 
an artisan and working-class area and the

TOWN PLANNING SCHEMES OF THE 
CARDIFF R.D.C. 
Mr. Frank M. Elgood, F.R.IB.A., F.SL, 


read a paper on this subject, in the course 
of which he said, after a preliminary survey 
and report upon the district, which embraced 
consideration of the characteristics, needs, and 
possibilities of the whole and its relation to 
other neighbouring areas, it was decided for 
greater convenience to divide the district inte 
sections for the purpose of town planning 
schemes. 

The district comprised features of a vary- 
ing nature: in some parts there was conside! 
able building development, and in other parts 
it was purely agricultural and rural, wit! 
little likelihood of development, either syster 
atic or accidental. The expansion of suburban 
Cardiff had long ago extended to the rural 
district, and in 1921 the City Council ex- 
tended its boundaries, and also obtained the 
approval of the Ministry of Health to m 
clude in their proposed town planning 
schemes large additional areas. In these areas 
were the most highly developed portions 0! 
the districts, viz., Whitchurch and Ely, and 
land where further building was most likely 
to take, and had in fact, taken place. Even 
so, the remainder of the area was thought to 
be too extensive to handle convenient 
within a reasonable time in one scheme, 8n 
it was therefore divided into three sections 
The first comprised Dinas-Powis, the centre 
which originally gave its name to the rura 
district, and the whole of the southern parts 
and the seaboard. The second comprisea the 
northern portion, and the third the western 
and remaining portions.

Many parts were extensively wooded, 
ul the whole formed a picturesque and beau- 
t urea, with steep w d slopes, quiet 

valleys, with an absence of industrial 
buildings. It was essentially an area which. 
with the attractions of the coast line, deserved 
careful tr ay in the interests not only 
of the district itself, but particularly for the 
benefit of the large population in and 
around Cardiff and the neighbouring towns, 
the mining towns in the valleys. 
‘he preservation of the natural amenities 
claimed the hon’s share of attention in 
preparing the schemes. New roads and road 
improvements had naturally called for careful 
consideration, and the scheduling of anciént 
monuments and remains, of whick there were 
a great number, had not been overlooked. 
Character and density zoning had given no 
special trouble. 

The first scheme, as submitted to the 
Ministry, included the whole of the foreshore, 
but except for one length at Sully where its 
private ownership could not be disputed, the 
rest of the foreshore had reluctantly to be ex- 
cluded, as it was claimed by the Crown. In 
spite of this the ideal of securing that the 
whole length of the beach and low cliff edge 
should be open and accessible to the public, 
as not been unsuccessful. From Penarth to 
Barry a wide strip of greensward had been 
reserved, partly as a public and partly a 
private open space, but with provisions 
against any fencing and entirely open to the 
public when the parallel coast road behind 
was constructed. This road would form a 
drive 4 miles in length, and when linked up 
with another short length in Penarth, would 
he a feature of the district. 

Advantage fiad been taken to reserve land 
for public open spaces at the sides of many 
1 the rivers and streams, and after consulta- 
tion with the councils, land for recreation 
grounds has been reserved in most parishes. 
_ The lecturer then described the proposals

Councillor E. L. Chappell seconded the vote. 
He had to confess that the rogress made 
in Wales was most pa et While 60 
schemes had been carried through to their 
final stages in England, only two had been 
brought to fruition in Wales. He did not 
know whether they ought to blame the local 
authorities for their lack of initiative or the 
Ministry of Health for the tremendous delay 
which occurred in carrying the schemes to 
a conclusion. There was something wrong 
when onc had to wait four years for the de- 
cision of the Ministry of Health after long 
years of deliberations by the local authority. 


Mr. McGlashen (Wallasey), Mr. Price 
Davies (Bangor) and Mr. Morris (Bolton) 
were among those who entered into the dis- 
cussion, after which the readers of the papers 
briefly returned thanks. 

The evening was devoted to a civic recep- 
tion at the City Hall, by kind invitation of 
the Lord Mayor.

The morning and afternoon of the Satur 
day were given up to visits to important 
Cardiff buildings, surrounding housing estates, 
ete. 


The. Dinner. 


The Institute dinner was held at the Angel 
Hotel on Satufday night, with the President 
in the chair, supported by the Lord Mayor 
of Cardiff, the Lord Bishop of Llandaff and 
others, 

The toast of the ‘ City of Cardiff ’’ was 
proposed by Mr. T. Peirson Frank (Chief 
Engineer, L.C.C.)}, and responded to by the 
Lord Mayor. 

Mr. J. F. Rees, M.A., proposing the toast 
of ‘“‘ Town and Country Planning,”’ referred 
to the Cardiff Civic Centre, which, he thought, 
would in the course of time influence the 
whole of the city, though it had not yet 
done so. He felt that one could look for- 
ward with confidence that towns would not 
be built in the future as they had been built 
in the eighteenth and nineteenth centuries. 
There had been founded a Civic Society to 
keep alive the idea of the improvement of 
Cardiff. Jt was a society which was de- 
signed not to interfere, but to lead the 
opinion of the people towards beautifying the 
city. In the important work of preventing 
the desecration of the countryside, their 
president, Mr. Alwyn Lloyd, was playing an 
enthusiastic part. He was not only keeping 
what they had, but adding to the wealth of 
Wales. 

The President, responding, said that town 
planning was a co-operative art or science 
and, perhaps, had reason to be grateful that 
it was not a political subject. In regional 
planning Wales had made a good start a few 
years ago, but unfortunately they had not 
gone very much further, The time for plan 
ning and for looking forward and making 
their schemes was, as Mr. Pepler was never 
tired of preaching, the time of industrial de 
pressios. When trade was good, industry 
had no time to plan, and had to look after 
itself, as had happened during and after the 
War. The President mentioned that one side 
of the work of the Institute was town plan- 
ning education, a subject to which it devoted 
a great deal of its time and as much of its 
modest funds as it could afford. The scheme 
that the Institute had in mind was that such 
education should be obtainable in centres 
where architectural and engineering educa- 
tion was available. 

The toast of “‘ The Guests,” proposed by 
Mr. H. H. Humphries, was responded to by 
Sir Percy Watkins and Mr. J. E. Emlyn-

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TRIBUNAL OF APPEAL 


HEIGHT OF OXFORD-STREET BUILDINGS. 
G. H. Cross v. Holland G Hannen and 
Cubitts. 


An appeal was heard on October 5, at the 
Chartered Surveyors’ Institution, by the 
Tribunal of Appeal, under the London Build 
ing Acts, against the consent of the L.C.C 
to @ building having a greater height than 
80 ft. from ground to cornice in course of 
erection on a site bounded by Oxford-strect, 
Portman-street, Bryanston-street and Old 
Quebec-street. The Tribunal consisted of Mr. 
Arnold Inman, barrister-at-law (chairman), 
Mr. Dendy Watney, and Sir Banister 
Fletcher. 

Mr. C. S. Rewcastle appeared for the 
appellant, Mr. George Herbert Cross (pro 
prietor of the Orchard Hotel, Portman-street, 
W.); and Mr, E. T. Denning for the respon 
dents, Messrs. Holland & Hannen and Cubitts, 
Litd., building contractors, 

Mr. Rewcastle, outlining the appellant's 
case, said that the position was that opposite 
Mr. Cross’s hotel in Portman-street was rising 
the appellant’s new building—a building 
which would measure at the Bryanston-street 
end of Portman-street 82ft. 10in. to the 
cornice from pavement level, making, with 
two stories in the roof, a total height of 
104 ft, 2 in. This was taking the place of 
previous buildings which were approximately 
49 ft. high. A most important point was that 
the width of Portman-street was 45 ft. The 
appellant’s case was that this was a very 
severe hardship, for the basement, already 
poorly lit, would as a result have practically 
no natural light. The basement was used as 
staff bedrooms, and, it was submitted, it 
would be difficult to keep servants and staff 
of the type necessary to the conduct of a high- 
class hotel. Not the basement only, but the 
light to other floors would be affected in 
greater or lesser degree, and the appellant 
was afraid that his business would be 
adversely affected. Counsel then quoted part 
of the Tribunal’s decision in the New 
Claridge’s Hotel case (The Builder, 
December 12 and 19, 1930): “It appears to 
the Tribunal that, where an Act of Parliament 
provides that a certain thing shall not be 
done without the consent of the local autho- 
rity, that must be read as meaning that that 
thing should not be done unless in the exer- 
cise of their discretion the local authority 
consider that special circumstances exist 
which render that thing desirable, or, at any 
rate, not undesirable." The es now 
proposed was, in his submission, highly un- 
desirable, and he asked the Tribunal to stand 
by their judgment in the Claridge’s case @ 
give a declaration in favour of the appellant 

Mr. Geo. Herbert Cross gave evidence that 
bad light would adversely affect his business, 
both as regards customers and in so far as he 
would be compelled to find alternative sleeping 
accommodation for his staff. 

Mr. P. J. Waldram, F.S.L, L.R.LB.A., 
gave expert evidence regarding the shutting 
out of light. He also said that the building 
faced west, and while it originally got after- 
noon sunlight would now get none at all. In 
his opinion it was not a good thing from the 
public point of view that such s building 
should be put up in such a place. 

Mr. Denning, for the respondents, sub- 
mitted that the evidence had not touched the 
real point. Had the consent of the LCC. 
heen given, and, if so, what did it imply 
It had not to be forgotten that, had there 
heen no consent, the respondents would still 
have been legally allowed te build to 80 ft 
to the cornice, with two stories in the roof 
set back within a 75 deg angle. It would be 
folly to sav that no effect had been made 
npon the light enjeved by Mr. Crosse. But 
that was not the point, which was, he sub- 
mitted, that the difference between the legal 
height and that specially permitted here by 
the L.C.C. was so small as not to be preju- 
dicial to Mr. Cross. As the appellant had not 
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called evxdence as to toe damage caused by 
the slight extra hesght allowed, be submitted 
that, prome farce. there was Bo case two 
answer. 

The Tribunal retared to consider this pout 
Un their retarn, the Chairman stated that, as 
the building in question had been allowed to 
go higher taan the height allowed im the Act 
through “special circumstances, the 
Tribanal thought that the respondents should 
give some account of those special circum- 
stances. 

Mr. Francis Lorne, F.R.1B.A.. a member 
of the firm, Sir John Burnet, Tait and Lorne. 
which prepared the plans for the new build 
ing, then gave evidence. The building would 
be shops on the ground floor and a residential 
hotel above. In the absence of an official 
datam fine, an arbitrary line had been fixed 
by taking the mean from the four corners of 
the site. In his opinion, the trend of 
development in Oxford-street to-day was to 
take full advantage of the London Building 
Act height. Permission to the 
new butiding had been given by the Portman 
Estates, who owned also the freehold of the 
Orchard Hotel opposite. A covenant of the 
respondents’ lease was that no tenant could 
object to the height of any building pat up 
subsequently upon that side of Portman-street 
upon which lay the Orchard Hotel. 

Mr. Denning, concluding the respondents 
case, submitted that the L.C.C.'s consent had 
benefited the public, as the top stories, having 
been stepped back instead of being contained 
in the roof, were better architecturally as well 
as from the point of view of safety from fire. 
The net resalt, he submitted, was that the 
building that was to be erected did not do 
the harm to Mr. Cross that a building re 
quiring no consent from the L.C.C. might 
have . In the matter of compensation as 
to light and air, Mr. Cross, if he had sustained 
damage, had his remedy elsewhere. 

Mr. Rewcastle, after making further refer- 
ences to The Builder reports of the New 
Claridge’s case, reaffirmed his point that, con- 
trary to what had been said, this was a case 
for the Tribunal, whose duty it was to hear 
the point of view of adjoining owners. After 
all, the L.C.C., in giving consent, could not 
do anything about that, for those owners 
were not ented when permission was 
given. He asked that the appeal should be 
allowed, with costs. 

Decision was reserved. 


Decision. 

The Tribunal’s decision was given on 
Monday, October 9, as follows :— 

This 1s an appeal from a consent dated 
June 8, 1933, given by the L.C.C. to the 
erection of a building more than 80 ft. high 
as defined by the L.B.A., 1930, and facing 
on one side the hotel of the appellants in 
Portman-street. ‘The Tribunal are still of 
the opimion, which they expressed in the 
Claridge’s Hotel case, which was referred to 
by Mr. Rewcastle, viz., tnat where an Act 
of Parliament provides that something is not 
to be permitted without consent, then some 
special circumstances should exist before con- 
sent is given. The Tribunal is of opinion that 
there are special circumstances in this case, 
and it is sufficient to mention two: (1) That 
that portion of the proposed new building 
above the cornice does not appcar to increase 
the obstruction to light, which was the prin- 
cipal matter complained of. (2) The cornice, 
though 81 ft. llin. (1 ft. 11m. more than 
the height permitted by the Act without 
consent} above the centre of the Portman- 
street face, is only SO0ft. above a datum 
arrived at by taking the average of the ground 
levels at the four corners of the building. The 
appeal is therefore dismissed, with the usual 
consequences as to costs, except that the 
appellant will have any costs of, and occa- 
sioned by, the adjournment from July 29 to 
October 6.

assume that the contract for same is based 
upon a form of contract where quantities do 
not form a part of the centract. If the 1931 


Form of Contract, as issued by the R.L.B.A., 
had been used for the job in question, under 
clause No. 11 thereof, which states. ‘* The 
quality and quantity of the works included in 
the contract sam shall be deemed to be that 
which is shown upon the contract drawings 
or described in the specification.*’ I should 
contend that the quantity of block flooring 
shown upon the drawings (stated to be 9 
yards} should be omitted in the final account, 
and net the 116 yards as stated to have been 
taken in preparing the estimate. 

lf, however, the specification defined that 
the block flooring for which a p.c. per yard 
was provided was to be obtained and fixed hy 
the contractor, under clause No. 24 (a) of the 
contract the surveyor would, in my opinion, 
have to debit the contractor with the item as 
carried out to the money column in the est 
mate, and the amount in the money column 
would obviously, if correctly monied by the 
contractor, be based on 116 yards included by 
him in making up his estimate, and the result 
of so doing would, of course, be at variance 
with clause No. 11 of the contract. 

If, on the other hand, the specification de- 
fined the block flooring to be supplied and laid 
by a sub-contractor, in my opinion the 
survevor would have to deal with same under 
clause 24 (b) of the contract, which states 
that the value of such work executed shal] be 
set against all such provisional sums, the pro- 
visional sum in this case being, in my opinion, 
12s. 6d. per yard for the number of yards 
shown on the drawings (said to be 90 yards). 
thus giving the same result as that obtained 
by working under clause No. 11 of the con 
tract. 

Without having the actual wording of the 
specification to work upon, it is not possible 
to give a more definite opinion on the question, 
as it seems to me that clause No. 11 and clause 
No. 24 would under some conditions be at 
variance,

contract was one in which quantities did not 
form part of the contract, and, such being the 
case, the contractor is definitely right in his 
action. The tender being based only on draw- 
ing and specification, the schedule of prices 
submitted by the contractor was only intended 
to be used as a basis for arriving at the cost of 
variations, 

The architect is not entitled to take advan- 
tage of the contractor's error in taking off, 
unless it is agreed to remeasure the whole 
job at the schedule rates. This course would 
give the contractor a right to claim for any 
work he may have under-measured or omitted.

RECONDITIONING SMALL HOUSES. 
(Continued. ) 

As a preliminary to an order for extensive 
repairs or for demolition, it is usually recited 
that the houses are or are not, in the opinion 
of the authorities, capable of being so re- 
paired and reconditioned as to be made fit 
for continued habitation at a reasonable cost. 
This opens up an exceedingly difficult ques- 
tion, for it is almost impossipie to define what 
is, under varying circumstances, a reasonable 
cost. To arrive at a reasonable cost regard 
must be given te the rental value and the 
expectancy of life or term of usefulness of the 
property. Almost everywhere one may find 
rows of houses in which some tenants are pay- 
ing twice as much rent as others for exactly 
similar accommodation, and in some cases the 
controlled and the decontrolled houses are in 
different ownership. To a not inconsiderable 
extent such problems as these can be found 
to have influenced the making of some of the 
most debated recommendations of the Moyne 
Report. An expenditure that would be 
reasonable in one case would, if imposed on 
the owner of the controlled houses, be alto- 
gether unreasonable and might in its effects 
amount to confiscation. “We ‘are not, how- 
ever, here concerned with broad questions of 
public policy except in so far as they have 
always to be kept under consideration in thei: 
relation to matters of detail. 

fhe opumon that property can or cannot be 
repaired at a reasonable cost is usually based, 
in small towns and raral areas, on that of the 
saiitary inspector. It is his not always too 
peasant duty to make a thorough inspection, 
and this compels him to enter every room and 
apartment and seek out all defects and record 
them, and if he is to arrive at a reasoned 
opinion, form an accurate estimate of the cost 
ot rectification. But experienced estimators 
who deal with repair work will know how 
dificult it is to arrive at more than an ap- 
proximate estimate of the cost of such work 
while houses are occupied, and how widely 
such estimates may vary. Speaking generally, 
it would be far better to hast the mth carried 
out by trustworthy builders on a cost-plus- 
percentage basis. But before dealing with 
that in greater detail, some thought must be 
given to the cireumstances under which the 
general repair of neglected properties may be 
worth while. 

Houses needing considerable improvement 
anc repair cannot usually be regarded as hope- 
‘ess, provided the walls, constructional tim- 
vers, and roofs are reasonably sound, and that 
there is @ sufficiency of air space available or 
capabie of being made available. If an entire 
renewal of floor coverings, plastering, plumb- 

fireplaces and ton fittings would, 
4 sanitary point of view, give the pro- 
perty a further life of thirty years, the un 
dertaking of the work might be worth while. 
From the point of view of public policy it may 
! -oarse still be desirable that the property 
Siou.d be pulled down, and the site vacated, 
bul that is another matter. What we have 
‘ero to consider is limited to the individual 
*rers interest, which may often be in con- 
ict with wider policy. It 1s conceivable that 
& « of cottage property in good repair 
mic’ t, within thirty years, have attached to 
it vdditional surrender value, and a much 
ennced site value as the outcome of the 
ope ations of the Town and Country Planning 
Act. Here, again, the proposals of the Moyne 
Renort as to the forced acquirement of large 
vo-<8 Of property for reconditioning seem 
likely to bear examination, for in the long run

the community. ; 
_ ork is always both better and more 
che.ply done when premises are vacant than 
w0 they are occupied, particularly in the 
“as of small house property. The rooms of 
houses are usually small. and often con

tain so much furniture as to make it difficult 
for workmen ‘to move about freely, and there 
are other circumstances that need not be 
set out that add largely to the costs. Where 
the property cannot be entirely vacated, it is 
therefore advisable to arrange, if possible, for 
ut least one empty house to which tenants 
can be temporarily transferred. Occasionally 
a tenant may be obstructive, but there are 
ways and means of bringing such to reason. 
It should, however, be a quite plain to 
tenants ‘that no unreasonable invasion of their 
rights is contemplated, and it is advisable 
that the first tenant to be temporarily moved 
should be a willing one. A sight of the 
thoroughly repaired and redecorated house will 
then usually carry conviction to the re- 
mainder. In order to preserve continuity of 
work in several trades, it is much better to 
have as many houses, at least temporarily 
vacated, as possible, and, if unsatisfactory 
tenants can be got rid of, so much the better. 


Drains and Water-Closets. 


We may now consider some of the repair 
and reconditioning works in detail. It would 
be exceptional to find the drainage of such 
properties as these in really good condition, 
and more often than not almost entire re- 
construction would in the long run prove to 
be the most economical method of dealing 
with them. Often the lay-out could with ad 
vantage be much simplified, for in a row of, 
say, twelve small houses it verges on absurdity 
to demand that each shall be provided with 
interceptor, fresh air inlet and upcast ventilat- 
ing shaft when water-closets are approached 
from the open air and are connected by 
branches on a combined drain. In many 
places we are still bound by obsolete by-laws, 
and as a preliminary to the better enforce- 
ment of the Housing Acts it would have been 
a good thing to have a general revision of 
them, with a view to bringing local authori- 
ties into line. For such a group of houses 
a 6-in. main drain running parallel to the 
backs makes, when truly laid, ample pro- 
vision, if ventilated at the head with an 
upcast shaft with a fresh-air inlet at the other 
end, The usual small housé requires at the 
back only three drainage points: the water- 
closet, sink gulley, and rainwater gulley. 
The last is not always necessary, for 
the rainwater may discharge over or 
be led to the sink gulley. It is 
better that gulleys should have outlets one 
size smaller than the drain branch on which 
they are fixed, so that anything of a size that 
will pass through the trap will be a little 
less likely to choke the pipes beyond. Ex- 
perience shows, however, that it is not so 
much the size of a foreign body that sets 
up a choke as its shape and texture, and to 
some extent its relative weight. The two 
main causes (apart from poor construction) of 
chokage of cottage drains are insufficient or 
inefficient flushing of closets and the dis 
charge into them of various articles when 
floors are washed. Yard gulleys become 
choked by sweepings, but generally the stop 
page is local and is removed if the gulley is 
cleaned out; but the fact that a water-closet 
branch could usually be kept clear if plunged 
with a mop-head on the first sign of choke is 
unknown to most householders. Often thev 
wait until the branch is completely blocked. 
and then break the trap in the uninstracted 
effort made to clear it. The shallow depth 
at which the cottage drains are usually laid 
makes the provision of a small inspection 


chamber into which all branches can be . 


gathered a simple and economical matter, for 
money is saved in the long run. A flag top 
is to be preferred to some of the very light 
iron covers so often provided. 
Another point is that often the main cause 
of damp in small houses is traceable to leak 
ing drains and ill-paved yards or spaces. A 


sink gulley must naturally be close to the 
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sink, and usually the paving slopes towards 
the gulley—that is to say, towards the house. 
Even in good-class properties gulieys are per- 
mitted by owner or occupier to get into such 
a state that storm water is not immediately 
carried away. In a small paved yard often 
encumbered with utensils that cannot be 
accommodated elsewhere and through which 
coal and other household requisites are 
carried, it is scarcely surprising that storm 
water is not quickly carried off. The joints 
in the paving material, and particularly the 
joints between the paving and the house 
walls, are seldom watertight. Frequently 
brick paving is laid on a bed of dry filling, 
the bricks being bedded on sand and outed. 
If then the natural fall of the land is towards 
the house, water will travel in thig bed until 
brought up by the house walls. To ¢ this, 
all that is necessary is to strike individual 
bricks in wet weather with a wooden rammer 
and see the water squelch out of the jointa. 
A remedy known to give a reasonable 
measure of relief is to dig a narrow trench 
down to a little below the house wall footings 
and fill with fine tarmac tightly rammed. It 
may fimsh proud of the paving and be 
weathered upwards to the house walls, or it 
may be left down a few inches and be topped 
with a concrete channel and cement plinth 
In the latter case a chase one course high and 
half-brick deep may be cut into the wall face 
and be filled up with fine waterproofed con- 
crete when forming the channel in the rough, 
the floated finish being added later. The top 
edge of the skirting should enter a deeply 
raked-out joint in the brickwork. Cement 
skirtings are very useful if formed with suffi 
cient skill and care, but the preparation for 
them must be thorough, and for cheap work 
the writer prefers the tarmac finish. 


External Pointing. 

When re-pointing becomes necessary it 
should be thoroughly well done, the main re- 
quirement being deep raking out and 4 
thorough wetting of the joints. The quality 
of the pointing mortar will to some extent 
depend on the quality and condition of the 
bricks, for some will “ stand up’’ to cement 
mortar while others will not. Where the 
bricks are obviously porous, cement mortar 
may be an occasion of damage, though in the 
writer’s opinion damage that is sometimes 
attributed to the use of cement is attributable 
to other causes. Bricks that show signs of 
decay by pitted or flaking faces can be found 
in work on which cement has at no time been 
used. Lime mortar ganged with a little 
cement is, however, sufficiently good, and by 
using it risks are avoided. In towns, colour 
washed brickwork soon becomes dingy, and 
consequently, if the brickwork is porous, it is 
usvally better to render the walls than to re- 
point them. The difference in cost is not —_ 
much, and the cement rendering will 
strengthen old brickwork. No attempt should 
be made to face up old worn stone cills wit! 
cement, for almost invariably it fails and they 
then become unsightly. When property is 
much in need of repair the wooden window 
cills also will probably be decayed. If, then. 
cement rendering is to be done, wider cills to 
the windows may be put in and the stone 
cills dispensed with.

PRIVATE STREET WORKS: 
APPEALS TO MINISTER 


. 


Smmce the year 1929 the - to the 
Minister of Health in respect of private street 
works have formed an important addition to 
the Report of the Minister. There has 
always been an appeal to the Minister 
where the works..were carried out under 
the Public Health Act, 1875, but until 
the year 1925 there was more than con- 
siderable doubt whether any appeal to the 
Minister. would lie where the works were being 
med under the Private Street Works 
Act, 1882. That doubt was set at rest by the 
decision in Rex v. —— of ty ex parte 
Aldridge (1925, 2 K.B. }. headnote to 
that case is: “ Section 268 of the Public 
Health Act, 1875, has not been superseded or 
remdered nugatory by Section 8, sub-section 
(2} of the Private Street Works Act, 1882, or 
otherwise, as regards objections to an apportion- 
ment of the expenses of private street works, 
other than objections admissible under the 
latter Act; and consequently a frontager who 
takes an objection not so admissible to an 
apportionment of that kind is entitled unde: 
the section first mentioned above to address 
a memorial to the Minister of Health, as the 
successor of the Local Government Board, 
stating the objection, and the Minister is 
entitled thereunder to make such order in the 
matter as to him may seem equitable.’ In 
that case the apportionment under the Private 
Street Works Act had been made on frontage 
alone, but the complainant contended that 
it should have been made under Section 10, 
taking into consideration the benefit derived 
by a site belonging to the borough council. 
He had raised this objection under Section 7 
(f), but the Court held that that objection was 
not open to him where the apportionment was 
made on frontage alone, as the paragraph 
specially provides that the degree of benefit 
can only be questioned where the apportion- 
ment is made with regard to other considera- 
tions than frontage under Section 10, but that 
an — to the Minister was open to the 
complainant. Under the Private Street 
Works Act an absolute discretion is given to 
the local authority as to whether they shall 
apportion according to frontage or whether 
under Section 10 they will take into considera- 
tion (a) the ter or less degree of benefit 
tu be derived by any premises from such 
works, or (b) the amount and value of any 
work already done by the owners or occupiers 
of any such premises, and it appears that the 
Courts will not interfere with that discretion 
(see Chester C tion v. Briggs, 1924, 
1 K.B. 239, The Builder, March 28, 1924, a 
case decided under Section 15 where the dis- 
cretion is conferred in the same terms). Since 
the decision in the case of ex parte Aldridge 
(wit sup), most, if not all, of the appeals to 
the Minister have turned upon the degree of 
benefit, but the amount of work already done 
appears to fall as well under the decision, 
and we think it must be admitted that appeals 
to the Minister on such questions are of great 
advantage. As was pointed out in the Report 
of the Minister for 1928-9, strict legal investi 
gation of such questions would be long and 
costly, whereas the Minister has taken the 
view that his function is to look at the cases 
broadly and to satisfy himself that the action 
of the local authority is substantially in 
accordance with the dictates of justice and 
common sense. In the light of the experience 
of the last few years it may even be doubted 
whether the detailed provisions in the Act of 
1882 as to the hearing of objections by justices 
might not with advantage to the community 
be modified. Be that as it may, there has 
been a great increase in the number of appeals 
to the Minister, a fact which, seeing that his 
decisions are binding and conclusive on all 
parties, appears to show that this speedy form 
of settling differences is a by the 
public. n 1930 the a numbered 28, 
whereas in 1951 71 ap; were received. 


Appeals under the Public Health Act. 
The last Report states there has been an 
teresting group of appeals which raised the 


question whether the frontagers were being 
asked to pay for works more costly than they 
might reasonably be expected to provide 
having regard to the conditions. Some 
examples are given. In one northern town 
the local authority had made up a street, 
which was not a through road, but which ied 
to a quarry, with 6-in. stone setts on @ 
foundation of broken stone. The frontagers 
contended that a tarmac road would have 
sufficed for the needs of residential traffic. 
The Minister allowed the appeal, saying that 
the question to be decided was not whether 
the work was in itself excessive, but whether 
it was reasonable that the whole cost should 
fall on the frontagers, and having regard to 
the evidence submitted at the Inquiry, he 
came to the conclusion that without the 
traffic from the quarry a less expensive 
standard of construction for the carriageway 
would have sufficed, and relief was given 
based on the difference in cost between ‘stone 
setts and tarmac. In another case the local 
authority had admitted that the specification 
was higher than was usua! in the district, but 
justified it on the ground that an omnibus 
service was to run along the street. The 
Minister held that the fact that through 
trafic of a heavy character was to use the 
street did not render it equitable that the 
whole cost should fall on the frontagers, and 

e gave relief of 3s. per ft., which was 
estimated to be the difference in cost between 
the road as constructed and a road which 
would have sufficed but for the heavy through 
traffic. 

This is the class of case in which we have 
formerly suggested that relief should be given 
to the frontagers, and in a case we noted on 
April 16, 1926, in New Malden, under the 
Private Street Works Act, some such relief 
was given by the justices, though from the 
report of that case it was not clear whether 
or not the apportionment had been made under 
Section 10, giving the justices jurisdiction, 
but upsetting that of the Minister. In the 
above two examples the appeals were allowed, 
but a third case was distinguished from the 
above. In that case the frontagers on certain 
streets, which had to carry heavy through- 
traffic, took exception to the cost as not 
required or occasioned by normal residential 
traffic. but the appeal was disallowed on the 
ground that no special or exceptional con- 
struction had been introduced, the specifica- 
tion adopted being a normal one in urban 
conditions and, moreover, usval in that 
district. 

Another case relating to a sewer is rather 
instructive to local authorities. The local 
authority had sewered a street, and the pro- 
perty owners fronting the street raised the 
objection that there was no immediate need 
for the sewer, as either the land was un- 
developed or satisfactory drainage arrange- 
ments existed. On the Inquiry it ap- 
peared that the reason the local authority had 
resolved to do that work in the street was the 
development of an estate beyond it. The 
Minister found that the work had been put in 
hand earlier than was necessary on that 
account, and in such circumstances it was 
equitable to grant relief to the frontagers in 
the street, and he reduced the apportionments 
by 25 per cent. 

The last case reported under the Public 
Health Act is an important decision. Notices 
served under Section 150 required the 
frontagers to make up the street with a car- 
riageway of stone setts on broken stone and 
with flagged footpaths, but, when ir the 
ordinary course the frontagers did not make 
up the street themselves, the loca] authority 
made up the street themselves, with the car- 
riageway of tarmac on hardcore, and tar-paved 
the footpaths. The Minister allowed an appeal 
claiming that the notices were invalid. The 
ground of the decision appears to be that the 
work required to be done by the notices did 
not represent that resolved upon by the Coun. 
cil. The Report states : “At the date of the 
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service of the notices the Counc’! had. it 
seems, decided that the street should be made 
up to a very-different specification, and the 
Minister is forced to the conclusion that they 


had no intention that it should be made up 
either by the frontagers or themselves to the 
specification set out in the notices.”’ But the 


Report adds that even if the Minister had not 
taken the view that the notices were invalid. 
he would yet have felt bound to allow the 
appeals on the ground that the works carried 
out were materially dissimilar to those set out 
in the notices, and he distinguished this case 
from Acton Local v. Lewsey (1886, 55 LJ, 
QB. 404), on the ground that that case only 
covered a more or less trifling departure from 
the specification. 


Appeals under the Private Street Works Act. 

The Report refers to the former decisions 
given by the Minister on the question 
of apportionment on frontage, especially 
in the case of corner sites, showing that where 
no special circumstances exist the Minister 
would not interfere, as a uniform practice 
makes for certainty, but one case is men- 
tioned where relief was given iu respect of a 
charge on the owner of double frontage for 
foul and surface water sewers, on the ground 
that the charge was out of proportion to 
direct benefit, and also out of proportion to 
the valne which the premises had or were 
likely to have. 

Only one case is set out in detail in the 
Report, but it is of some importance. 
Since the adoption in 1921 of the Private 
Street Works Act, one Council had made 
it a practice to make allowances im 
respect of flank frontages, but in the case in 
question they had departed from this prac- 
tice and apportioned on frontage. The street 
was about 100 yards in length, and there were 
three houses with a direct frontage, the 
direct frontage of those houses being less than 
half the flank frontage of the four appellants. 
If the Council had made an allowance im 
respect of the flank frontages, it is stated that 
the effect would have been to make a substan- 
tial increase in the charge on the three houses 
above mentioned, for the charge per foot was 
8s. lid. in contrast with the general average 
of 15s. 6d., the charge being low because of 
work done on the road before the Act was 
applied. That influenced the Counci in arny- 
ing at their decision to apportion on frontage 
only. The Report then proceeds as follows :— 
‘““It seems to the Mimister that this was @ 
relevant consideration, because the larger the 
proportion of work done by the developer, and 
recovered by him in the ordinary way in the 
price charged for plots on his estate, the less 
likely it is that the charge made by the local 
authority under the law of private streets will 
fall with undue weight on any on frontager 
The appeals were dismissed. a? 

The ordinary practice of the Council in this 
case had been to make allowances in respect 
of flank frontages varying from 4 to 3 of the 
charge, and on that point the Mimst« r stated : 
‘* Normally, the length of a person's frontage 
is a factor which has an influence on the price 
when land is bought or sold. The Minister is 
not satisfied on the evidence that the practice 
which the Council has established of hig 
relief of varying amounts in respect ©: flan 
frontages has had any such disturbing effect 
on the purchase price of the proper' ge

In the general applica 
tion of the policy of the Act, the Government 
endorsed three important principles laid down 
by the committee on local expenditure—that 
subsidies should not be ese on those who 
did not need them, that present tenants of 
municipal houses who could afford it should 
either pay higher rents or, perhaps, in some 
ases buy the houses in which they lived, or 
else vacate the houses to make them available 
for poorer workers. The bearing of this on 
the possible number of tenants for houses 
built under the 1933 Act was important. He 
wld the view that if builders would seize the 
present, opportunity and build houses to let 
they would certainly find tenants.

THE SLUM CLEARANCE 
PROGRAMME 


Speakine at the sixtieth annual conference 
of the National Union of Conservative and 
Unionist Associations at Birmingham, 
October 5, Sir Hilton Young, Minister of 
Health, said that the best way to get slum 
clearance work done was through the local 
authorities. They were the housing authori 
ties; they had the knowledge and experience 
The result of the first stage of the campaign 
was a very good one. September 3} was not 
a statutory date, and all the returns were not 
in, but enough had already arrived to enable 
the formation of estimate of what the 
whole result wonkd be. Eatimating the total 
programme from those received it should pro 
vide for the clearance of about 210,000 houses, 
rehousing about 1,050,000 people in five years 
That was a very big effort, for only 20,000 
slam houses had been cleared in the last 10

years. This would represent a total capital 
outlay of about £95,000,000 in the next five 
years. For 4 years the taxpayer must bear 


a charge of £550,000 a year, rising to 
£2,750,000 at the end of the five years 
Correspondingly, the ratepayer must beer a 
charge of £165,000, rising te £825,000 pe 
annum. The burden was undoubtedly great 
but it was not greater than was required by 
the greatness of the evil with which they 
were dealing The clearance of 210,000 
houses in five years would give direct employ 
ment to 50,000 men in the building trade. and 
indirect employment to another 30,000 in re 
lated trades, so that there should be a sub 
stantial saving on unemployment charges 
Much attention had also been paid to the 
subject of reconditioning, and he had re 
ceived 111 programmes for improving areas 
from local authorities. For the most 
the local authorities had not included details 
of their reconditioning programmes, At 
present, 500,000 houses were being recon 
ditioned every year, so that there waa not 
the same scope for increase. In this connec 
tion the decision of the Government on the 
Moyne Report would be made known at an
